TAXES WAS SUBJECT AT BOARD 
OF TRADE LUNCHEON, 


lt was a specially practical gubject 
that. occupied the speakers at the reg- 
ular noonday Board of Trade luncheon 
this noon. The meeting was in charge 
of Melvin A. Bates. Mr. Bates has 
been supervisor of Grayling township 
for several years and has a good prac- 
tical knowledge of the subject of taxes. 
Thru his courtesy we are privileged 
to print his address in its entirety. It 
reads as follows: . 

Taxation. 

Mr. President and fellow 

of the Board of Trade: 

I feel a great deal of hesitancy in 
appearing before you as a speaker on 
the subject that has heen chosen for 
today's discussion. The subject is as 
old as recorded history, and in all 
ages*has secmed as unpopular as the 
lsth Amendment seems to be today. 
It has created wars among nations, 
nations have been divided beeause of 
it and it has caused the expenditure 
of more time and thought in the prop- 
er solution of the question, than has

any other that ig before the world to-| 


day—Taxes and Taxation. 

What is taxation and why must we 
pay taxes? It is a contribution the 
people must pay for the purpose of 
carrying on the expenses of govern- 
ment; it also expresses in terms of 
service just what society gives to the 
people for the money so contributed. 
Originally the levy or contribution 
was based entirely on real property. 
then, as the demand for added sums 
were needed, personal property was 
included, stocks and bonds of all kinds 
began to bear in share of the burden. 
All tax is a burden no matter in what 
volume it comes, small or large, the 
demand for taxes is an invitation for 
complaint, but if an equal distribution 
of valuation is made all would bear 
their fair share, but the time arrived 
when the burden on real property be- 
came so great that other means are 
being sought to relieve real property 
from bearing a burden that would 
make it unprofitable to own it. 

Every legislature has for many 
years attempted to tinker with this 
tax matter and in almost every in- 
stance made the situation worse; 
vicious laws were enacted and somo 
of these are still repealed, ‘the en- 
forcement of which causes the unbal- 
ancing of the idea of equal distribu- 
tion of the tax burden.* I refer par- 
ticularly to the so-called “Mortgage 
Tax Law.” Under this law all securi- 
ties, not otherwise exempt, may be 
made so by filing with the county 
treasurer and paying 1% of one 
cent of 50 cents on each $100.00 and 
never again during the life of the in- 
strument does it pay a penny of the 
tax burden. I have referred to the 
word—exempt; under the law all per- 
sons,.who by reason of poverty are 
unable to contribute to the public 
charges are and should be exempt; 
also from patriotic motives and in, 
recognition of their service to our 
country in its time of need veterans 
of our wars, their wives and also of 
army nurses, up to a certain amount 
ire also exempt, and we are glad to 
do this, but of all unfair, unjust and 
vicious legislation, commend me to the 
‘aw that grants exemption of stocks 
and bonds of school, municipal, state 
and government, highway and local 
bonds. 

Statistics show that 60 per cent of 
all property in the State is invested 
in tax exempt securities. Just imag- 
ine, if you please that you who own a 
home; it may be of little value, yet 
you may be made to feel proud that 
you are a part of that 40 per cent 
minority who bear all the burden of 
‘he tax, and are not. by reason of pov- 
wty, or by protection of unfair laws 
axempt. I have no ‘doubt but that I 
‘hall be criticized for some of my 
statements, but let me give you one 
or two examples. In the eity of De- 
troit a partner of the Ford corpora- 
tion sold out his interest in the cor- 
voration for thirty milliong of dol: 
tare; he is paying taxes in Wayne 
county on an assessed valuation of 
$200,000; he is entirely within the 
‘aw as he invested hig money in tay 
exempt securities. 

This is not hot air I have the 
statement of John C. Nagel, city as- 
sessor of the city of Detroit as my

WHOLE FAMILIES WIPED OUT 


Wooden Stairway Collapses Crushing 
Many in Debrie—Rescuers 
Helpless To Aad. 


Camden, 8, C.—Seventy-one known 
dead and two unaccounted for was 
the toll of the Cleveland schoolhouse 
fire as determined here last Friday. 
The *choo] fs in an isolated com- 
munity eight miles from here. 

The fire which destroyed the frame 
building, appurently resulted from 
the explosion of an ofl lamp on the 
stage arranged for the closing enter- 
tainment and “social” of the school. 

Scores of the audience made a con- 
certed rush for the single enterance 
to the stairway, despite the counsel 
of cooler heads. Men, 


children fought madly to escape. 


Some, unable’ to penetrate the jam to! 


safety, leaped from the second-stery 
window, 
from the scene suffering fron: broken 
limbs. 

Collapse of the narrow wooden 
starway caused many of the deaths, 
a number of persons being crushed 
in the debris. 


The school building, a two-story 
frame structure containing three 
rooms, had virtually burned to the 


ground before outside aid could be ; 
summoned, 

In the meantime, without means of 
stopping the blaze, those who had: 
escaped or who were attracted to the 
scene could only stand by and see the 
flames 
Btruction, helpless to aid. 

The more seriously injured were 
rushed to hospitals at nearby places 
or taken to their homes. 

The deat list reads like a roster 
of the families of the community. 
Family after family was virtually 
wiped out. 

In almost every instance where par- 
ents are listed as dead, from one to 
four children perished. 

Among the dead is County Coroner 
Q. L. Dixon and his young daughter.

TO STAMP OUT ILLITERACY 


8tate-Wide Effort in Progress in Okla- 
homa Under Direction of the 
American Legion. 

A state-wide effort for the stamping 
out of Illiteracy in Oklahoma Is now 
jn progress under direction of the 
Americun Legion. Dr. Frank H, Mac 
Gregor, chairman of the department of 
Americanism of the state Legion or 
ganization, is in charge of the work 
and hus developed a novel plan to edu 
cate those unable to read or write in 
that state. ; 

According to recent surveys, there 
are 56,864 illiterates In the state, of 
whom 5,468 are foreign born. It is 
hoped that it will be possible to In- 
clude all persons coming under this 
Classification in the Legton's plan for 
education. To this end the ald of edu- 
cators, school organizations and’ of 
local officiuls has been enlisted through 
Docsor MacGregor’s office. 

The method to be used fs known as 


the “Jones plan,” so called from its 
Introduction to the Greer county 
schools hy Will C, Jones, superintens 


dent and a Legionnuire. The first step 
is the organization of “principals? 
clubs,” whose members are the heads 
of all schools in the district. The work 
ef Americanization {s thoroughly out- 
lined to these men, and they pay per- 
sonal visits to every ilHterate in their 
district, offering assistance through the 
Legion plan, tahulating notes and mak- 
ing suggestions that may he of use to 
volunteer workers, The volunteer 
workers are to come from the teachers 
and students jn higher classes. One 
person is “adopted” by each of these 
workers, A course of reading, Eng- 
lish, simple arithmetic, and as the il- 
literate progresses, civil government 
and American history is given. The 
plan is in operation in several schools 
of the state, but it will not b? put Into 
complete use until the terms open next 
fall, Doctor MaeGregor declares that 
if the work is undertaken in every 
school within the next two years he 
will be satisfied. 

Duecter MucGregor, who resides In 
Mangum, Okla.. served for 22 months 
overseas, a portion of which was spent 
In England. He was regimental sur- 
geon of the famous Scottish Highland 
division—the “Laddies from Hell”— 
for several months. He was decorated 
by King George for “gallantry in ac- 
thon” during the second Marhe cam- 
paign. and tater became chief surgeon 
of the British base huspital at Calais. 


DISABLED MAN AIDS BUDDIES 


Hans Hunedorf, St. Paul, Victim of 
Tuberculosis, Still Working for 
Fellow-Sufferers. 

Tisabled himself, perhaps no man in 
the Mid-West is doing more active 
work among disabled veterans of the 
World war than Hans Hunsdorf, now 
in the Aberdeen hospital,at St. Paul, 
Minn. Hunsdorf has personally inter- 
ested himself in the cases of his “bud- 
dies" who are suffering from the ef- 
fects of their service in the World war 
and is endearing himself to these men 
by bis splendid efforts in their behalf. 

Hunsderf was born tn Eidswold, Nor- 
way, in 1878. At thirty-nine he -en- 
listed in the army at Fort McDowell, 
Cal., and went to France as a mechanic 
with the One Hyndred and. Bighty- 
sixth Aero squadron, where he made a 
splendid record. He received a certifi- 
cate of disability in Hne of duty and is 
pow totally and permanently disabled 
from the ravages of tuberculosis, This 
gave rise toa long period of hospitali- 
zation, during which time Hunsdorf 
has been it seven government (natita- 
tlons, beginning in France and ending 
at St. Paul, where he is now a patient. 

Spurred on by conditions he saw in 
these hospitals among his gompanions, 
Hunsdorf set out by personal work to 
relieve the troubles of those gbout him. 
He has assisted hundreds in their 
claims for compensation and similar 
lines. He has attended every military 
funeral which has occurred tn his lo- 
cality, and has placed “the poppy of 
remembrance” on every coffin. 

Recognizing the American Legion as 
one of the agencies for affording relief 
to World war veterans, Hunsdorf has 
put muck effort Into securing members 
for the organization, Since the open- 
ing of the 1923 campaign he hag per- 
sonally written the applications of 101, 
though this is probably the least of his 
fervice to the Legion, Without thought 
of the personal sacrifice involved, this 
man, of foreign birth, has given un- 
stintedly for the country of his adop- 
tion, and now facing defeat because of 


his sacrifices, stil devotes himself to 
the alleviation of suffering and anxiety 
among his former comrades-at-arme.

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CRAWFORD COUNTY like every 

other county in Michigan is experi- 

encing an abandonment of some of its 
farms, caused apparently by the exo- 
dus of the young sons to the greater 
industrial centers, principally the auto 
factories, 

Just where this is going to stop is 

a question nobody can answer with 

positive certainty. It surely is going 

to make a_ large reduction in farm 
crops and there is ng way to prevent 
it. The opportunities for large wages 
in the big factories and the excite- 
ment of living in a large city, offer 
much in contrast to the lives some 
boys have had to lead on the farms. 

Whether they have anything left just 

before the next pay day comes or not, 

seems to make little difference. A 

good size pay envelope looks good to 

most young men, besides they may be 
having a lively time seeing the sights 
in the city, but when the cost is 
counted it is doubtful if it is worth the 
price. A man with a wife and chil- 
dren is much worse off living in the 
city than in his little farming com- 
munity, unless he hgs money with 
whieh to embark in some profitable 
-| business. He will have a hard row to 
hoe in order to pay expenses; his fam- 
ily will not be able to enjoy living in 
a house by themselves, instead they 
will live in some cramped-up tenement 
house, or some rooming house penned 
in with a number of families, good, 
bad and indifferent, for which he must 
pay an enormous rental. 

The farmer may not handle quite 
as much money as some men in other 
lines of work but it costs them far 
‘less to live. The city man pays for 
everything, and good prices too. The 
farmer raises most of his food stuffs 
—butter, eggs, meats, fruits and veg- 
etables. He don’t have to dig up 50 
eents for a little piece of butter that 
hardly lasts a medium size family a 
day, or,a similar amount for a few 
eggs, 25c for a small quantity of veg- 
etables, etc. The farmer just goes 
out into his garden and gathers what 
his family requires and seldom ever 
keeps an account of what they would 
have cost in the city, and fails to give 
the farm credit for it. If he would 
keep an accurate accounting of the 
value of these things perhaps he 
would find that the old farm was 
bringing in more value to the family 
than he had ever realized. 

We have knowledge of instances of 
where sons have left the old home and 
the parents are no longer able to con- 
duct the farm work. This is indeed 
unfortunate, and cannot perhaps be 
avoided. 

But the fact remains, we believe, 
that the farm is fast growing into one 
of the most prosperous industries we 
possess, and the farmer who now 
abandons his farm to go to the city 
to live is making a_ grevious error. 
Some may succeed all right but many 
will wish they were back on the old 
farm again.

BUSINESS METHODS NEEDFUL 


Dairy Industry is All Right for Mak 
ing Money if Some Good Sys 
tem Is Followed. 

The trouble with the dairy business 
lies mostly with the methods of the 
wen in tie busivess, Sume duairywen 
prosper while thelr neighbors fall by 
the wayside. Whe dalry business is all 
right, but !t takeg good business 
metheds to make profits, says M. HL 
Keeney, dulry specialist of the New 
Jersey College of Agriculture. 

The coming year will not be particu- 
larly different fronf any other year in 
the dairy business. The specialist sug- 
gests the guod duirymen’s methods 
should be analyzed and applied to the 
average dairy business, 

Know your cows, he says. Goud 
dairymen know what their cows ure 
doing, ‘They keep milk records, weed 
out the unprofitable cows, raise heifer 
calves from the best cows and thereby 
improve their herds, You can’t guess 
at these things and get shead. It 
takes records to get the facts. 

Good dairymen are good feeders, 
They feed balanced rations and ae- 
cording to production, ‘Mey huve silos, 
alfalfa or clover hay and feed liberally 
of grain. Circular 127, of the New 
Jersey gtate agricultural experiment 
station, is used as a feeding guide by 
thousands of good dairyown. It ts 
free upon request to the station at 
New Brunswick. 

All of our best dalrymen use pure- 
bred bulls because they know it pays. 
A good bull will remake a poor herd 
into a good one, but a poor bull will 
ruin any herd and may put his owner 
in the poortiouse. A good bull is the 
best investment any dalryman can 
make. You never have and never will 
see a man rucceed with serubs. It 
takes good cows to make money and 
the bull is the main factor fn getting 
betrer cows, Good dairymen observe 
all of these things and apply them in 
their business.

At the end of every 
month, add up the amount of milk pro- 
duced to determine the monthly ree 
ord. The yenr'’s record will show the 
amount of milk produced by each cow. 


WATER AND SALT ESSENTIAL 


Two tmportant Ingredients Must Be 
Supplied to Calf for Ita Best 
Deveiopment. 


At all times calves shonld have ac- 
cess to a quantity of fresh water. Jn 
the development of the calf, water fs 
a very essential factor and plenty of 
It Is not amiss. When the calf is four 
weeks old it should have one-fourth 
aunce af salt each day and the quan- 
tity should be Increased as the animal 
matures. In six monthe It should he 
able to take as much ag one-third 
ounce per day. Salt should be fed In 
connection with the feed, 


SUPERIOR RATION FOR CALF 


Important’ to Get Young Animal on 
Skim Milk With Grain and Hay 
Soon as Possible. 


Get the cnlves to take a good ration 
of akim milk with some hay and grain 
ar soon ag possible. For the first two 
weeks after birth a small calf such as 
an average Jersey should receive about 
eleht pounds or four quarts of milk 
dnjly fed in two or three feedr a day. 
A \nrge calf such as a Holetein may be 
given ten or twelve pounds dally. 


Cause of Calf Bloat. 

Bloat in calves is often enused by 
ton much lenfy clover or alfalfa. Ex- 
cept In revere cases very little trent- 
ment is given. In severe cnees It may 
be necessary.to use the trocar to let 
out the gas. In such a case a compe 
tent veterinarian should he called. 


Vermin Peaster Calves. 

Lice on calves are common. They 
make the calf uncomfortable, take Itr 
atrength, and make the hnir come ont 
In patcher. Memv methods of getting 
rid of lice have heen practiced. 


Prevent Hatching Losses. 
Many infertile eggs and wenk germe 
rerult fram Iack of heulth in the flock, 
frequentiy caused hv overcrowding. or 
hy Inck of exercise and sanitation. 
Thna the birds are unfit for breeding 
and # poor hatch reanits. 


Avold Rust on Beans.

This soaking will not keep off bugs 


nor blight. 
Bugs must be kept off by poison 
: sprays, Blight, by spraying with 


Fordeaux Mixture, 
Leaf hoppers, by Black Leaf 40, a 
‘i tobacco solution. 
3 in 1, 
Above three sprays can be put to- 
gether and put on at same time. 
Stem End. 
While cutting seed potatoes, which 
is done after soaking. cut off a slice, 
a quarter of an inch thick, from the 
stem end. If the meat of the pota- 
to shows a dark yellowish brown ring, 
don’t plant the seed, for that color is 
a sure sign of Fusarium Wilt, that 
will cause tops to die down ahead of 
time, before new potatoes properly 
fill out, and you will have simply 


wasted-your time on that piece of 
seed.

Seed Treatment of Potatoes by G. H, 

Coons, Michigan Agricultural Col- 

lege. How to Treat Potatoes. 

Potatoes are treated by soaking 
them for % hour in a solution of 4 
ounces of corrosive subiimate dissolv- 
ed in 30 gallons of water, The solu- 
tion must be strengthened from time 
to time as explained below. 

Corrosive sublimate (mercury bi- 
chloride) is deadly poison and the cotu- 
tion used for dipping is poison. Use 
every care to prevent accident. 


Important Suggestions. 


1. Use soft water. 

2. The solution weakens with use 
because the corrosive sublimate is 
carried out of solution condensed on 
the potatoes. Dirt also condenses the 
chemical and takes it out of solution. 
Sacks takes a great deal of the cor- 
rosive sublimate out of the treating 
solution. With clean potatoes dump- 
ed from crates directly into the dis- 
infecting solution, probably from 1-10 
to 1-5 of the corrosive sublimate is 
removed with each batch. With po- 
tatoes treated in bags, 1-4 or more 
of the corrosive sublimate is removed 
with each batch. 

_8. Therefore, the farmer must use 
his judgment in strengthening the 

a solution, With clean potatoes treat- 
on ed directly in the vat or barrel from 
‘s which the dirt has been cleaned off, 
add 1 ounce for each 50 gallons of liq- 
uid after eish second batch is teat- 
ed. When the solution gets very dir- 
ty make up a fresh solution. 

4. With dirty potatoes, treated in 
sacks, add 1 ounce of corrosive subli- 
mate after each bateh is treated in cr- 
der to keep up strength of thes - 
lution. ! 

5. One half pound of ‘corrosive sub- 
limate will treat from 15 to 80 bush- 
els, depending upon the freedom from 
ae sacks, broken, rotted potatoes, 
ete. 

6. Do not use metal containers. For 
treating large quantities use a vat or 
cement tank; for smaller quantites 
use barrels—sugar —_ barrels—well 
soaked, make a cheap treating outfit.

Kedzie Mixture. 
Paris Green-will be searce and high

sor Robért Kedzie. at our Agricultural 
College, disdoVered how:to make a 
cheap, good substitute for Paris green, 
A lot of farmers ‘met at Frederic 
last week, with Mr. Harton of. the 
Agricultural College, and the County. 
Agent, and were shown just how to 
make the Kedzie mixture. We made 
a batch, We fput-it together and 
cooked it right there before them. All 
seemed well pleased. Here is the 
way to do it. Cut it out and paste it 
on pantry door. 
Kedzie Mixture—R. H. Pettit. 
The following is the formula for 
the preparation. of Kedzie mixture: 
Dissolve the arsenic by boiling with 
carbonate of soda, and thus insure 
complete solution; which solution can 
be kept ready to make a spraying 8o- 
lution whenever needed. Boil two 


pounds of white arsenic with eight 
pounds of sal-soda (crystals of carbo- 
nate of soda—washing soda—found 
in every grocery and drug shop) in 
two gallons of water. Boil these ma- 
terials in any iron pot not used for 
other purposes. Boil for fifteen min- 
utes, or until the arsenic dissolves, 
leaving only a small muddy sediment. 
Put this solution into a jug and label, 
“Poison, Stock material for spraying 
mixture.” 

The spraying mixture can be pre- 
pared whenever required ani in the 
quantity needed at the time, by slak- 
ing two pounds of (stone or lump) 
lime, adding this to forty gallons of 
water; pour into this a quart of the 
stock arsenic solution. Mix by stir- 
ring thoroughly and the spraying mix- 
tufe is ready for use. The arsenic in 
this mixture is equivalent to eight 
ounces of Paris greenr 

If an additional pound or two of 
lime be added to the mixture it will 
help to make the application perma- 
nent and conspicuous without in any 
way interfering with this mixture. 

The jug, pot, ete, must mever ve 
used for any other purpose after us- 
ing it for making this mixture, 

Kedzie mixture must not be com- 
bined with lime-sulphur but it is sat- 
isfactory with bordeaux. It costs 
only about one-eighth or one-tenth as 
much as arsenate of lead when the ar- 
senic is purchased at 7 52 or 8c per 
pound as is possible right now, and 
:t sticks just as well and kills. in less 
time. In preparing be sure to use 
either lump-lime, (unslaked lime). or 
fresh hydrated lime, so that none of 
the arsenite of soda in the solution 
tay remain unsatisfied. We do not 
recommend this for. general use on 
fruits other than the grapes.

authority for the statement. Again 
in the city of Grand Rapids, 'a man 
who is a professor in a College in this 
State returns to his home in the city 
on Friday evening and with his wife 
gives lessons in the languages to stu- 
dents, advertising it as a school of 
French and claims exemption under 
the law that school buildings cannot 
be taxed. The case has already gone 
to the supreme court and that august 
body has agreed with him and _ his 
home is exempt, Is this fair? 

The sov- 
ereign people of this state are their 
own rulers; they can make or unmake 
tiny law, but it’s veryediflicult to make 
them think alike or agree upon any 
problem. Economy in the raising ot 
appropriations and also in the age 
ing of public funds should be the ai 
of all public officials, to the end that 
our tax rate be reduced or made of 
an amount that will not drive our 
people out of the idea of owning real 
property or refusing their tax. 

Mr. Bates was assisted on the pro- 
zram by Marius Hanson, and Edwin S. 
Chalker. Mr. Hanson has been town- 
ship and village treasurer many years. 
His theme was “The collection of 
Township and Village Taxes.” Mr.

GOVERNMENT DECIDES AGAINST 
PAYING TURKIaH 
INDEMNITY ~~ 


CURZON ORDERS REDS TO YIELO 


Demands Russian Government Mest 
Terms of Recent British 
Note Unconditionalty. 


Lausanne—If Turkey ineiats on war 
to settle the question of the indemnity 
she claims is due from Greece, then 
Greece will accept the gage of bat- 
tle, M. Alexandris; the Greek foreign 
minister, said. : : 

The Turks have given no indication’ 
of an intention to recede from their 
réparation demands and M. Alex- 
andris’s declaration that Greece was 
resolved not to pay one cent of in- 
demnity brought increased pessimism 
in conference circles. 

The Greek foreign minister said 
the Greek army had been re-organ- 
ized since the overthrow. of Con- 
stantine, and was now well equipped 
and armed and able to take care of 
itself. 

The seizure: by the Turks of the 
impoverished refugees’ funds in the 
banks of Constantinople, continued 
the foreign minister, and the “abomin- 
able treatment” of Greek prisoners 
of war recently arrived from Asia 
Minor, constituted such provocations. 

The Greeks and Turks had signed 
a separate convention at Lausanne 
in January for the compulsory ex- 
change of populations, with the dis- 
tinct provision that {t should’ be in- 
operative before May 1, yet the Turks 
have sent an additional 70,00) retu- 
gees since the signature of the con- 


vention in gross violation of its 
terms. 

The latest provocation, according 
to M. Alexandris, was the steady 


despatch of Turkish troops into east- 
ern Thrace. violating the Mudania 
armistice. 

M. Alaxendris repeated the Greek 
contention that Turkey and Greece 
should mutually renounce reparations 
as the only possible solution. 

The sécond month of the second 
conference will open tomorrow in a 
troubled atmosphere with none of the 
great issues settied. 


London—Lord Curzon has demand- 
ed that the Russian government ful- 
fill unconditionally terms of the re- 
cent British note or submit to a rup- 
ture of relations. 

Preparations were said to have 
been made so that British Iight cruis- 
ers and mine sweepers might be 
rushed to Russian waters from Porta- 
mouth and Chatham.

Take To Soats After Vessels Crash 
in Fog in Lake Huron. 


Sault Ste. Marie—Rigged out in 
clothing from Sault Ste. Marie stores, 
27 sailors, including Captain Joseph 
E. Burke of St. Clair, Mich., left here 
Monday for Chicago. Captain Burke 
and hig men narrowly escaped death 
in Lake Huron when their steamer, 
the Edward U. Demmer, of the Mil- 
waukee Western Steamship company, 
sunk 10 minutes after It wus hit, star- 
board and forward, by the steamer 
Saturn, 

After drifting about in life hoats, 
tha men were picked up by the steam- 
er Agassic. The first man to leave 
the ill-fated steamer was picked up by 
the steamer Eads and arrived here 
several hours before his shipmates. 
He belfeved at first the rest of the 
crew had perished,
